#191 LC POSSESSION POINT X LC TWINKLE STAR - Brilliant red-plum Twinkle Star, 
crossed on rich rose bifoliate with gold throat should bloom twice yearly. 


#195 LC ARTHUR MILES X SCHOM. SUPERBA *Speculative bigeneric cross, certain to 
shorten stems of pollen parent and enlarge size of cluster type flowers. 


#e37. (C. ENIDSON, PINK PHARL X C. LODDIGLOSSA - This cluster bifoliate, zooming 
in popularity, should produce bright heads of waxy pink flowers, liberally dot- 
ted with darker "freckles." Winter or twice yearly. 


#307 EPI. PAPLIOLACEA X C. FORBESII - Epi-Catts. bloom younger than straight 
Cattleyas, producing quantities of unique, interesting little flowers. These 
should be greenish-yellow to buff, with Forbesii markings in pink lip. 


#315 C. CLARSIANA ALBA X HENRIETTA JAPHET - Want your cluster Orchids Pure 
White? This is your ticket. Twice yearly, Early Summer and Winter. 


#316 LC SLENDERELLA X C, CLARSIANA ALBA - The rich orange-gold pod parent 
expected to suffuse many of the pure whites of the pollen parent. Spring. 


#948 SLC HERMES, RED FLARE X_BC HARTLAND, A.M. - For size, full form, rich color \\ 
and multiple bloom seasons, you would have difficulty in choosing a finer cross. “ 
Top quality, showy red-purples expected. 


#949 BC LOIS RYERSON X C. INDIAN CREEK - Like some other "brassos" this Ryerson 
gal is big and showy but slightly weak in substance. ‘The dark fuschia-pink 
cluster-type parent should provide the required heavy texture; with full gold- 
topped lips. Twice yearly, Spring-Fall. 


#950 LC AUTUMN YELLOW X C. GRANULOSA, GREEN GIANT *Should produce heavy, long 
lasting spade-lip yellows. ice yearly. 


#956 BLC GLADYS LINES X C, KING GEORGE - As Yellows always seem to sell out 
with no ballyhoo, I'll say only that this will produce many fine, strong yellows. 
June.
